e Fiscal Year 2020 Numbers: August ended with $6.9 million cash balance in the Fund, less the $4 million
from the Petroleum Cleanup and Redevelopment Fund (PCRF) transfer, for a net cash balance of $2.8 million
in the Fund. The average processing turnaround time is 83 days.

e August 2020 - 81 claims received, $1,883,000.00 requested, 86 claims approved and $1,735,000.00
reimbursed.

e Applications not yet presented - 10 applications from fiscal year 2020, that ended June 30, 2020. There
are 30 applications from fiscal year 2021 not yet presented to the Committee.
